Pifty Engines Herald Fire at 
Fourteenth Street and

Fifty locomotives, whistling a fire alarm 
in unison Monday noon caused dense 
crowds of workmen from the factories and 
warehouses near Fourteenth street and the 
Terminal tracks to throng:the Twelfth and 
Eighteenth street bridges. 

The indication of fire was a column of 
dense black smoke rising from the ware- 
house of the St. Louis Asphalt Paint Co., 
at Fourteenth street and the _ railroad 
tracks. 

The smoke was caused by burning as- 
phalt. The engineers of the locomotives in 
in the Terminal yards we-e among the first 
to see it apd all of them set their whistles 
screeching. 

At the same time fire engines went racing 
to tlie scene from all directions. 

It was just 12 o'clock when the alarms 
were’ give, and fromr-every~ factory’ and | 
warehouse niong the terminal tracks hun- 
dreds of workmen were stfeaming. They 
heard the whistles and engine gongs and 
saw the column of smoke. Then they stra‘t- 
ed on a run for the bridges over the tracks, 
completely blocking them from end to eid. 

On one side of the builcing were the 
warehouses arid garnks in which the Wa- 
ters-Pierce ON Co. has thousands of gal- 
lons of coal oil. On the other side was a 
big gas tank. 

The firemen had a difficult struggle to 
reach the flames on account of the dense 
smoke, but in 15 minutes succeeded in get- 
ting them under control.

SAYS AMERICANS 
PERSECUTE JEWS 


BALTIMORD, M4d., May %.—Dr. Madi- 
son ©. Peters, pastor of the Baptist Tab- 
ernacie here, in his sermon last night de- 
nounced the persecution of the Jews in 
Russia and then startled his audience by 
declaring that, in a meastvre, the citizens 
of the United States are guilty of the 
game crime for which Russia and the Rus- 
Slans are censured. e said in part: 

“In America, the Jew has a double claim 
to en gg ees claim of the man under 
the wide tolerance of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and the claim of the American citl- 
zen under the broad spirit of the Amert- 
can constitution. 

‘“Tias he received the treatment he mer- 
its as a man and the rights he deserves 
as a citizen? 

“Tie is caricatured in the comic papers 
and on our stage. In our social, profession- 
al and, even political, clubs, he is black- 
balled. 

“T have seen Jewish children go home 
from out public schools in tears because 
of the offensive names with which they 
were taunted. Outrages are frequently 
perpetrated pion Jews in our cities under 
the eyes of our police—outrages whi 
are a disgrace to the republic. 

“Russian and Roumanian immigrants. 
who are striving with might and main to 
earn ao livelihood, meet with a_ reception 
from the denizens of the streets not at all 
creditable to American citizenship. Our 
own skirts are far from clean of anti- 
Semitism."’

Information beiore Circuit Folk 
that $250,000 was used to accomplish the 
passage of the bill consolidating the strect 
railway companies of St. Louis, with the 
exception of the Suburban, har served to 
call fresh attention to that legislation and 
the influences responsible for its enact- 
ment 

At the time the bill was under considcera- 
tion and up to the closing hour for action 
upon it, the Post-Dispatch exposed the men 
and the methods behind it and the pur- 
poses which it was designed to further. 

Purchased for $20,000,000, the stock of the 
St. Louis street railway properties, by the 
grace of the legislature, was watered to a 
total capitalization of $90,000,000. Post- 
Dispatch was the only St. Louls news- 
paper which fought the attempt to foist 
this monopoly on the community. 


Star chamber committee p 
brought about the passage of the bill. 

No public hearings were pone except 
to Judge Henry 8S. Priest, who represented 
the interested street railway corporations. 

In thé Senate the bill received 22 tes, 
while there were only seven against it. 

These who favored it acknowled 
legiance to the lobby. When t 
reached the House there were hess 
100 members present. 

The lobby summoned about 80 members 
from their homes and a4 their expenses 
in order to secure their votes. 

The lobby that worked for the bill was 
the most aggressive that ever assembled 
in Jefferson City. . It pe the secre-

Attention Called 


to Use of Money. 

On March 18, 1899, the Post-Dispatch 
called attention to the fact that money 
was being used to corrupt the legislators. 


Representative Jenkins of Jasper County 
openly declared that he had been ap- 
proached by a well-known lobbyist and 
offered $100 if he would line up on the side 
of the proposed trust. 

On the same day Attorney-General 
ow denounced the bill in unmeasured 
erms., 

“The attempt to pass this bill,” said 
he, “is a confession that I have whipped 
the railroad companies in the suit tc 
nul the charter of the Lindell Ral! 
Co., on the ground that it h viol 
its charter. byrextensions. 'This is a} 
trust proposition, and the men who. vote 
for this bill if it passes will be in’ the 
same sition as the Chicago aldermen 
who were willing to turn the streets of 
that city over to a monopoly. It is al- 
most impossible to believe that Demo- 
crats could be found willing to vote for 
such a measure.” 

The bill was introduced in the early 
part of the session, but the lobby waited 
until the egy ae ort. hy before submit- 
ting it toa rect vote. 

In reviewing the history of the Dill, 
May 29. 1899, teh Post-Dispatch said: 
“Phe men who voted for that bill were 
either badly fooled or badly corrupted. 

That the public at large believed that 
improper influences were used to jam it 
through the legislature tre manifest 
at the election two years later, when 
every representative and senator, with 
comparativly few exceptions, who es- 
poused the cause of the trust, were rele- 


ted to private life. 
oe Bonetor Busche, who has confessed 


that he received $500 for his vote, was 
a candidate for re-election in a district 
that was considered overwhelmingly Re- 


publican. 


Sent Back to 

Private Life. 
Despite the fact that his opponent was 
a weak man, Busche was defeated and 


from that day his ambition to ain 
shine in the legislative halls was aban- 
doned. 

In the same manner was Charles 
Schweickardt, proprietor of the Forest 
Park Cottage, retired to political 


oblivion. 

Althou warned repeatedly of its in- 
iguitous atures, the then pererne. Lon 
Vv Btephens, signed the bill.

Speakers in*Mass Meeting 
at Temple Shaare Emeth 
Hopeful. 


Dr. W. W. Boyd. pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church, aptly expressed the sen- 
timent of those gathered at the mass 
meeting at Temple Shaare Emeth Sunday 
afternoon, when he said: 

“Russia is neither Chris#ian or civilized. 
The Greek church!is dead. It exists simply 
because ™ is a state church. The-aum- 
mery of its religiouS forms has reacted on 
the govVernimerlf®. 

“I do not give a snap of the ffnger if the 
United States Government will net act. 
There is a power greater than govern- 
ment—outraged public opinion. Russia has 
only advanced by the sentiment of tho 
other nations of the world.’’ 

Hearty applause followed this state- 
ment, and it was several minutes before 
William Sacks, president of the Y. M. H. 
A., under whose auspices the meeting was 
conducted, could introduce Rabbi S. Sale, 
the next speaker. 

Rabbi Sale condemned the statements of 
Count Cassini, the Ruesian ambassador, 
who has been quoted as stating that the 
Jews robbed the peopl® of Russia in finan- 
cial matters. He said only 6 per cegt of 
the population were Jews. , 

Rev. Father J. T. Coffey pledged the sup- 
port of Catholics in the Jewish cause, and 
said that such outrages as were being con- 
sidered brought the churches closer to- 
gether. 

Rabbi Leon Harrison referred to other 
outrages against the Jews in Russia and to 
the result of the power of public opinion 
in gaining for the Jews additional llber- 
ties in the past.

Passing through an arched gateway we 
entered a little courtyard, where sev- 
eral horses were picketed, the ground about 
them being strewn with straw knee deep. 
We entered a large room full 50 feet in 
length, at one end of which, under a 
species of canopy formed by two old regi- 
mental colors, sat Mille. Minette—for so I 
guessed to be a very pretty brunette, with
